m uiiiiaining order and preserving Its Inter­ 
national obligations, In.siirlng peace ^ and 
tranqtillllty and the security of it* ctttMftib 
as well as our own, and for the acconl- 
plishuient of these ends to use the military 
and naval forces of the United States as 
might Ik» necessary.”

Speedily following these grent victories 
fame a n arm istice for the purpose of nego­ 
tiating a tre a ty of peace w ith our fallen 
foe. For conducting these negotiations on 
th e p a rt of the United States, five as p ru ­ 
dent, as learned and as p atrio tic men were 
chosen by tin* president as could la* found 
IP all the land 
* tics** com m issioners were 
empowered to meet w ith the com m issioners 
to b e appointed nit beh alf of t&pulu* and to 
pegotlate and sign a tre a ty of peace he 
tween the U nited S tates and Spain, subject 
to the ratification of their governm ent. 
They met the com m issioners of Spain lo 
Tigris, and a fte r long and careful thought 
and consideration, th** com m issioners of the 
two countries, on th e lo th day of Decem ­ 
ber, ISPH, signed a tre a ty of peace, which 
did not become effective until ratified by 
the senate of th e U nited S tates an d th e 
government of Spain. By this treaty , Spain 
relinquished all claim to sovereignty over 
the title of Tuba. 
She also ceded to the 
Toited S tates the Island of l ’orto Rico and 
pther islands in th** W est 
Indies under 
Spanish sovereignty; the island of (Diam, 
PF the Lad rones, In the M arianas, ami also 
the archipelago know n as th e Philippine 
Islands. 
This tre aty was duly sub m itted to the 
senate of the United State* ami w as duly 
ratified by a tw o-thirds vote on the Oth day 
of F ebruary, I SPP. 
Shortly th e re a fte r It 
w as ratified by the gov ern m ent of Spain, 
and tints becam e effective. 
The D uties of Pence. 
Pence w as restored b etw een Spain ami 
the United States, but new and Im portant 
duties were placed upon our governm ent. 
P o rto Hico and the Philippine Islands came 
under the protection of th e U nited States.

Speedily following these great victories 
cam e an arm istice for the purpose of nego­ 
ti ati ng a tr eaty of peace with our fallen 
foe. 
For conducting these negotiations on 
th e part of the Knifed States, five as pru­ 
dent, as learned and as patriotic men were 
chosen by I he president as could la* found 
In all th e hind 
i nese commissioners were 
em pow ered to meet with the commissioners 
to la* UUU eluted nu behalf of Spain. and to 
negotiate and sign a tr e a ty of peace he 
tw een the United States and Spain, sullied 
to th e ratification of their government. 
T hey met th e commissioners of Spain In 
Paris, and aft er long and careful thought 
and consideration, the commissioners of the 
tw o countries, on th e loth day of Deceni- 
ber, I SS IN, signed a tr ea ty of peace, which 
did not become effective until ratified h.v 
th e sen ate of the Knifed Sta tes a ud the 
government of Spain. Hy this treaty, Spain 
relinquished all claim to sovereignty over 
th e title of Kuba. 
She also ceded to tin* 
Vol ted States the island of Porto Rico anil 
•th o r Islands in 
the West 
Indies under 
Spanish sovereignty; the Island of Guam, 
or the Ladrone*, in the Marianas, and also 
the archipelago known as th e Philippine 
Islands. 
This tr eaty was duly subm it ted to the 
senate of the Knifed States and was duly 
ratified by a two thirds v-ote oil the dill day 
of Februa ry, Injhi. 
Shortly th e r e a fte r it 
was ratified by tin* govern m ent of Spain, 
and thus became effective. 
T he D u ties o f P eace. 
Peace w as restored betw een Spain and 
the Fulled States, but new and im portant 
duties were placed upon our government. 
Port o Rico aud the Philippine islands cann* 
unde r the protection of the Fulled States. 
In the meantime, and while the ratification 
of the treaty was pending, a portion of the 
Inhabitants of one of the Philippine Islands, 
led by Aguinaldo, commenced war upon iii* 
arm y of the Knifed States, which was oc­ 
cupying and protecting the territory con­ 
quered from Spain. 
It will be observed that In this treaty. 
Spain simply relinquished her sovereignty

TliD year these exports In­ 
creased to $338,080,000. 
Who can estimate 
the benefit tiles** foreign sales have been to 
the languishing Industries of America? 
Th** policy of the Republican party Is to

AH they desire is to carry to their In­ 
habitants the same enlightenment and the 
same civilization which we enjoy. When 
they are prepared for It, It Is proposed, 
when congress shall act, to give them a 
government free hi character, and guaran 
teeing to them the sacred rights which we 
cherish. 
What Is all this fuss about? What baa 
mused all this hue and cry about expansion 
find imperialism? 
T he W ar Wi t h Spain. 
In the spring of 1888 we were compelled 
to engage In war with Spain. The grounds 
which justified It, as stated by President 
McKinley, were ‘‘the Interest of humanity; 
the duty to protect the life and property of 
our citizens In Cuba; the right to cheek 
Injury to our commerce and people through 
the devastation of the Island, and the need 
of removing at once and forever the con­ 
stant menace aud burdens entailed upon 
our government by the uncertainties and 
perils of the situation, caused by the unen­ 
durable disturbances in Cuba.” For these 
reasons he asked congress to authorize and 
empower the president “ to take measures 
to secure a full and final termination of 
hostilities between Spain and the people of 
Cuba, and to secure In the Island the estab­ 
lishment of a stable government, capable of 
maintaining order ami preserving Its Inter­ 
national obligations. Insuring peace 
and 
tranquillity and the security of !t« citizen#, 
as xvell ss our own, and for the Accom­ 
plishment of these ends to use the military 
and naval forces of the United State* aa 
might be necessary.” 
In response to this request of the prest- 
dent, congress, after conference, on 
the 
19th of April, by a vole of 42 to 33 In the 
senate ami 311 to 6 in the house of repre­ 
sentatives, passed a Joint resolution, declar­ 
ing; 
“ First—That the people of the Island of 
Cuba are, and of right, ought to be free 
and independent. 
“ Se<*ond—1That It Istbe dnty of the United 
States to demand, und the government of 
the United States 
does hereby demand, 
that the government of Spain at once re­ 
linquish Us authority Hmi government In 
the Island of Caba and withdraw Its land 
and naval forces from Cuba aud Cuban 
waters. 
“ Third That the president of the United 
States lie and he hereby Is directed and em- 
powered to tis** the entire land und naval 
fore**' of th** Un* cd States, and to call 
Into actual service of the United S tites 
the militia of the several states, ta such 
extent as may Im* neco'sary to carry these 
resolutions Into effect. 
"Fourth—That the United State* hereby 
disclaims soy disposition or Intention to 
exercise sovereignty, Jmilsdlctlon or control 
over sold Island, except for the pacification 
thereof, 
ami 
asserts 
Its 
determination, 
when tim. Is accomplished, to leave tho 
government and control of the Island to 
Its people.” 
This rcsointton was approved by the ex­ 
ecutive on the 20th day of April, 1888, and 
a copy was communicated to the Spanish 
minister and to the government of Spain, 
with a formal demand that It at once re­ 
linquish its authority In th** Isluud of Cuba, 
and withdraw Ha force# therefrom. 
By th e»*> acts war lM*«*anie Inevitable. On 
the 23th day of April congress was In­ 
formed of the situation, and the president 
recommended a formal declaration of the 
existence of a state of war between th** 
Unite*! States mid Spain. The congress ac* j 
cooingly voted on the same day an aet ( 
declaring the existence of such war from 
and including the 21st day of April, aud 
re-enacted the provision of the resolution 
of April 28. directing the president to njfit 
all the armed forces of the nation to ou^ry 
that act Into effoct. 
J u s t ic e o f the S p an ish W ar., 
It waa a Just war entered Into ay th# 
Joint act of the president and the <\»ngreaa, 
each exercising his and Its constitutional 
prerogative#, and fully approved 
by the 
sentiment of 
the 
people of 
die United 
States.

For conducting th*-*** negotiations on 
the part of th** I* n I tad States, five as pru­ 
dent, as learned ami as patriotic men were 
chosen by the president as could la* found

empowered to meet with the commissi**nor* 
to bt* ilium ll lied UU behalf of Simla, and to 
negotiate and sign a treaty of p e a c e he 
tween the United Stat**** and Spain, sublet*' 
to the ratification of their government. 
They mat the commissioners of spain In 
Tarts, and after long sad careful thought 
sud consideration, th** commissioners of the 
two countries, on th** Huh day Of I tee* to 
ber, IM*S, signed a treaty of peace, which 
did not become effective not ll ratified bv 
the senate of th** Fulled States and the 
government of Spain. By this treaty* Spain 
relinquished all claim to sovereignty ovei 
the nile of Tuba. She als** ceded to the 
Vailed States the Island of Parte Hico ami 
ether lain lids In th** West Indies nude'- 
Spanish sovereignty; the Island of linum* 
or th** Lad cones. In th** Marianas* ami also 
th** archipelago known as th** Philippine 
Islands. 
This treaty was duly submitted to the 
senate of the United States ami was duly 
ratified by a two thirds vote on the 0th day 
pf February, I SNI. 
Shortly thereafter It 
was nit ut***! by the government of spain, 
and thus became effective. 
T h e Puli*-* of P ence. 
peace waa restored between SjNiln ami 
the Fulled States, lint new aud Important 
duties were placed upon our government 
Tort** Hico ami the Philippine Islands ram** 
under the protection of the Fulled Wales. 
In the meantime, aud while the ratification 
of th** treaty waa pending, a portion of the 
Inhabitants of one of the Philippine Islands, 
led by Aguinaldo, e<imm< necd war upon tb* 
army of the United Si ate*, which was ne 
copying and protecting the territory eon 
queird from Spalu.

Spain simply relinquished her sovereignty 
mer Cuba and *11*1 not <*ede the Isla ml to 
Se United States.

report should, show, among other things, 
how much of tho capital stock has been 
paid, how tile money is Invested* what the 
assets are, the amount of liabilities, and 
the names of tile -to- Mothier*. In fact. 
fhere should ta* such a record of every cor­ 
poration, that the public may know at all 
times whether It is worthy of credit ami 
I*confidence 
Corporations have advantages 
i which have been given to them by the
